Each state has the legal right to outlaw 
the un ion shop an d the closed shop if it 
chooses. Eighteen states have d on e so. In ­ 
d ian a became the first in d ustrial state to 
d o so last summer. In Californ ia, whose vot­ 
ers turn ed d own a right - to - work law in 
1944, Sen . William F. Kn owlan d in ten d s 
to 
run for govern or in 1958 on a platform that 
will in clud e a right - to - work law. Kan sas 
will vote on a right-to-work proposal in 1958. 
Stron g forces stan d read y in every state 
to take ad van tage of an y turn of even ts which 
would favor ad option or repeal of this con ­ 
troversial law. In Ohio, the pros will be off­ 
set by a committee of un ion ists represen tin g 
the Ohio State ’Fed eration of Labor, Ohio 
CIO Coun cil, Un ited Min e Workers an d the 
Railroad Brotherhood d urin g the 
plan n in g 
stage. If the issue gets on the ballot, it will 
be fought oui with the same in ten sity that 
characterized the statewid e battle over sup­ 
plemen tal un employmen t ben efits in 1955. 
On that occasion , labor un ion s had been 
successful in callin g a statewid e showd own on 
a con stitution al proposal to permit employes

to give them. 
There were such talks between

Mean y, AFL-CIO presid en t, it is 
reported . Mean y has been on ex ­ 
tremely cord ial terms with the 
Presid en t. He has gon e to the 
White House both on busin ess an d 
social calls. 
In d eed , on the n ight the Presi­ 
d en t became ill. Mean y was on e 
of the special guests at the d in n er 
for Kin g Mohammed V. of Mor­ 
occo. 
Certain ly Mr. Eisen hower in vited 
Mean y over because the labor chief 
has had con sid erable in fluen ce in 
keepin g Morocco, an d Tun isia too, 
on .America’s sid e. But M e a n y 
also came as a frien d . 
There is n o such relation ship 
with Richard Nix on . This is n ot the 
fault of either Nix on or Mean y. 
Mr. Nix on , as recen tly as a few 
weeks ago. for ex ample, sought 
out some of the top officials of 
the AFL-CIO. Mr. Nix on had work­ 
ed with them on man y projects. 
He had cooperated with them in 
the campaign to in tegrate Negro 
workers in to an y plan t with con ­ 
tracts from the govern men t. There 
might have been an easin g of the 
feud with the vice presid en t which 
began when some un ion d elegates 
booed him d urin g his ad d ress to 
the 1953 AFL con ven tion .

m akes It a near - certainty that Ohio voters 


will decide on a proposed amendment to out­ 


law closed and union shops in the 1958 elec­ 
tion. 


The new organization needs 354.000 signa­ 
tures to put the issue on the ballot. Their 
opponents have no means of keeping them 
from getting the signatures. The battle will 
be joined after the proposal has been certi­ 
fied. 
Th is is the background for the coming 
contest in Ohio: 
Each state has the legal right to outlaw 
the union shop and the closed shop if it 
chooses. Eighteen states have done so. In­ 
diana became the first industrial state to 
do so last summer. In California, whose vot­ 
ers turned down a right - to - work law in 
1944, Sen. William F. Knowland intends 
to 
run for governor in 1958 on a platform that 
will include a right - to - work law. Kansas 
will vote on a right-to-work proposal in 1958 
Strong forces stand ready in every state 
to take advantage of any turn of events which 
would favor adoption or repeal of this con­ 
troversial law. In Ohio, the pros will be off­ 
set by a committee of unionists representing 
the Ohio State ’Federation of Labor, Ohio 
CIO Council. United Mine Workers and the 
Railroad Brotherhood during the 
planning 
stage If the issue gets on the ballot, it will 
be fought out with the same intensity that 
characterized the statewide battle O' er sup­ 
plemental unemployment benefits in 1955. 
On that occasion, labor unions had been 
successful in calling a statewide showdown on 
a constitutional proposal to permit employes 
to draw supplemental benefits from special 
funds, in addition to regular unemployment 


compensation. They were successfully 
op­ 
posed by the Ohio Information Committee. 
The OIC’s victory in a statewide showdown 
drew national attention because it revealed 
potentialities of opposition to unions that pre­ 
viously had been underestimated 
It 
goes 
without saying that the experience of the 
1955 showdown will be examined and re-e.-> 
amined many times in the months to come. 
If Ohio were to do again in 1958 what it 
did in 1955. there would be nationwide re­ 
percussions. This is what the backers of the 
right-to-work proposal are taking into 
ac­ 
count. and it is what the unions must take 
into account, too — that Ohio might demon­ 
strate a second time that a statewide refer­ 
endum is the Achilles heel of unionism s po­ 
litical strength. 
In 1955, on the SUB showdown, only seven 
of Ohio's 88 counties showed a majority for 
the union proposal. In the 81 counties that 
swamped the proposal, such huge majorities 
were rolled up that the total of No votes 
reached 1,481,339, against only 865.326 Yes 
votes 
This demonstrated that union strength in 
Ohio was concentrated in Belmont, Jeffer­ 
son, Lawrence, Mahoning. Pike. Scioto and 
Trumbull counties —- that in a statewide ref­ 
erendum the union claim on voter support 
for a controversial policy was either tenuous 
or nonexistent. In Henry County, for exam ­ 
ple, the SUB proposal drew only 989 votes, 
with 5,100 votes cast against it. In Stark 
County, the vote was 54,135 opposed. 40.411 
for. In Summit County, the proposal lost by 
71.423, to 56,906. 
A fight of the first magnitude is forthcom­ 
ing if the right-to-work proposal gets on the 
ballot next year. Once more, Ohio will be a 
national focus of attention on the outcome of 
a key issue.

But 
this time, when the White House 
attempted to tell the real story' at 
last, it made a mess of it.

der. was called to Eisenhower’s 
side 
At 8 a rn Snyder announced the 
President had a "mild digestive 
upset ” At noon that day Snyder 
said the President s condition was 
"good” and again said he had a 
"digestive upset." 
At 2 35 p. rn. Murray Snyder, 
then Eisenhower's assistant press 
secretary, told newsmen the Pres­ 
ident had suffered a heart attack. 
Press secretary Jam es C. Hagerty 
on vacation, flew to Denver and 
took o\er. He did a masterful job 
thereafter. 
Eisenhower 
had

history 
of 
ileitis: inflammation in the small 
intestine. He felt a stomach upset 
at 12 4^ a rn. June 8, 1956 Over 
the phone Dr 
Snyder prescribed 
a "slight dose of milk of m ag­

Eisenhower didn’t improve. At 
2 a m 
Dr. Snyder went to the 
White House and stayed all night. 
At 8 50 a.m. Hagerty announced 
Eisenhower had an "upset stom­ 
ach and headache this morning ”

scribed the President's condition 
as "not an illness but an upset” 
and said he had a "hunch" Eisen­ 
hower would go to his Gettysburg 
farm for the weekend.

$145 Million For 
’56 Improvement 
COLUMBUS, Ohio <** — State 
Auditor James A. Rhodes reports 
that Ohio cities spent 145 million 
dollars last year for capital im-J 
provements. The figure sent the 
total for the past IO years over 
the billion dollar mark, Rhodes 
said. 
Improvements include new fire 
stations, sanitary facilities, jails, 
hospitals, highways and bridges, 
city university buildings and var­ 
ious other buildings. School costs 
and other school expenditures are 
not included in the totals, Rhodes 
said. 
Expenditures amounted to 154 
million dollars in 1954 and 151 mil­ 
lion in 1955.
